PACKAGE BEES 

AND THEIR CARE 

Thousands of packages of 
bees will soon be coming into 
Canada from the Southern 
States and they will be expect¬ 
ed to build up into good honey 
producing colonies by the time 
the main honey flow from clov- 
tr is ready to be havested. To 
do so however, says the Domin¬ 
ion Apiarist, the bees will re¬ 
quire special care from the time 
they arrive until they are well 
established in their new loc&t- 
in. Beekeepers who are expect¬ 
ing package bees this spring 
should get in toqch wjth their 
nearest express agent br cust¬ 
oms officers and arrange for im 
mediate delivery of the bees 
&RVS; 


As soon as the packages are 
received they should be put in 
a cool shady place and the 
screening- of the packages sprin 
kled with cold water or a very 
thin solution of sugar and 
water. This will quieten the 
bees after their long journey. 
During the late afternoon or 
early evening, the bees should 
be released from the packages 
into the hives. Every shipment 
or package bees is accompanied 
with full instructions for releas¬ 
ing the bees. These instructiona 
should be followed carefully. 
Beekepcrs who have combs of 
honey saved from the previous 
year’s crop are fortunate, in 
that the bees may bo released 
o n them and extra feed elimin¬ 
ated. If dry combs, or qnjy fop. 
ndation are available than the 
bees will have t 0 be fed until 
such time as they are able to 
secure sufficient food from the 
fields, 

After the bees are Installed, 
they should not be disturbed 
for at least a week, other than 
to remove the empty package 
and replace it with eomb or 
foundation, and to see that the 
queen is released from her cage 1 . 
She should be released within 
thirtv-six hours after install¬ 
ing the bees. Unnecessary dis¬ 
turbance of package bees for 
the first two or three weeks 
after they are in the hives us- 
ually causes them to supersede 
their queen, and many a prom¬ 
ising colony has been ruined 
through excessive curiosity. 
Methods of installation and 
care of package bees are given 
in Pamphlet No. 107 a copy of 
which may be had free upon ap- 
plication to the Publicity and 
Extension Branch. Dominion
